Trip North Considered Likely. 


This journey north has not yet 
been definitely determined upon, but | 
it is considered as much more likely 
than not at 10 Downing Street, 
for the Prime Minister is not ex- 
pected to return to London before 
the end of next week. and he and 
the new Ambassador are both eager 
to see each other without delay. 

It is a safe inference that these 
men wil! not have their first talk in 
|Scotland without something being} 
said about the Prime Minister's sug- 
gested visit to President Hoover in 
Washington. It may be discussed so 
definitely that the report will soon 
give place to an authentic statement 
| that the momentous visit is actually 
going to be made. 

So General Dawes'’s career as 
American Ambassador will be well 
under way, so far as big essentials 
| are concerned, before he makes his | 
first ceremonial appearance as a 
| guest of the Pilgrims.

Find Ferrari Bank Boxes. 


The bank examiners who are still 
at work in the City Trust Company 
have located two safe deposit boxes 
in the Harlem branch of the bank 
belonging to Ferrari. These boxes 
were held in the name of Frederico 
Ferrari, the brother whom Fran- 
cesco used to call “‘il cretino,’’ but 
Frederico disclaimed all rights to the 
contents and said that anything 
there, even if in his name, belonged 
to Francesco. 

Mr. Moses yesterday issued a copy 
of the inventory taken in the pres- 
ence of Frederico Ferrari and his 
attorney. The contents ranged from 
“millions of German marks” and 
“‘a batch of Russian rubles’’ to long 
lists of stock certificates and broker- 
age accounts, loan envelopes, some 


containing the notes and mortgages 
offered as security. others as empty 
as Mother Hubbard’s cupboard. 

It is impossible to fix an exact 
value of the assets found in the 
boxes, because many of the notes 
may be valueless; much of the stock | 
undoubtedly is, and only liquidation 
will fix a real value. Estimates 
varied from $288,000 to $500,000. The 
Chase National Bank, executor of 
the estate of Ferrari, made formal 
demand on Mr. Moses for the con- 
tents of the boxes, explaining that 
there was no desire to hamper the 
investigation, but asking assurance 
that the contents would be held 
intact. 

Mr. Moses replied that he had been 
on the point of writing on the same 
matter and said that the boxes and 
contents were in the custody of the 
Superintendent of Banks as liqui- 
dator of the City Trust. 

Mr. Broderick said yesterday: 

‘‘We have a decided interest in the 
contents of these boxes and we in 
tend to protect that interest.”’ 

The interest of the executors of 
Ferrari's estate in the assets in the 
boxes is readily understood in the 
light of the testimony of George T. 
Pierce, personal trust officer of the 
bank, that of the millions reported 
to belong to Ferrari a net estate of 
less than $15,000 had been found 


Valuable Evidence in Boxes. 


The find also will be of great value 
to the Moreland Commission, not be- 
cause of its monetary value but be- 
cause of the evidence and leads fur- 
nished by a study of the documents. 
Names which have recurred time 
after time in the evidence were in 
the boxes in loan envelopes, ledger 

heets and brokerage accounts. 

There was a list of stock certifi- 
cates of the Harlem Bank of Com- 
merce which Ferrari merged with 
the Atlantic State Bank in Brooklyn 
to form the City Trust Company. 
Dr. Charles Brancati, missing physi- 
cian, who has been sought for ques- 
tioning by Federal narcotic agents, 
was listed for five shares. The stock 
certificate of Judge Francis X, Man- 
cuso, chairman of the board of di- 
rectors, was also there. He held the 
ten qualifying shares of a director

“Certain proposals regarding the 
Mutual Trust Company are bein 
considered by our executive commit- 
tee. No conclusion has been reached. 

“If it appears that without conflict 
between the present investigation and 
the action of the State authorities 
and the operation of the bank, our 
institution can be of service in the

Should the International Germanic 
Trust Company take over the assets

In summing up, Gordon said that 
was no attempt being made 
by the defense to ask that Campbell 
“go from this court a free man.”’ 
However, he asserted, the State had 
failed to show that the case was one 
of premeditated murder He said 
that the defense was asking 
sympathy. 

He spoke of Campbell's physical 
condition, and said that should the 
jury recommend mercy the defen- 
dant, sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, would not be ‘“‘long behind 
prison bars."’ 

In -his testimony under cross-exam- 
ination Campbell retraced the steps 
of his acquaintanceship with Mrs 
Mowry, from his meeting with her

Plan Shattle System to Insare 
Traffic Movement—Bigger

DETROIT, June 12.—Formation of 
a giant combination of lake rum run 
ners to challenge the anti-amugegling 
agencies of the Federal Government 
from Buffalo to Mackinaw, was com- 
pleted today in Ecorse at a secret 
meeting of operators from points of 
entry on the border. 

The liquor chiefs worked out plans 
for a system whereby their traffic 
will be diverted to Lake Erie or Lake 
Huron whenever the Coast Guard 
border patrol and other dry units 
are concentrated on the Detroit 
River 

The operators are said to have de- 
vised an intelligence system whereby 
the leaders are always aware of what 
stretches of the border are under 
the heaviest guard and where danger 
from dry forces is relatively remote 

An indication that plans have been 
under consideration for some time 
is furnished by a survey of Ecorse, 
Trenton and Wyandotte boat wells 
Speed boats, the favorite smuggling 
craft a few months ago, are being 
offered for sale at low prices because 
they were no match for the latest 
patrol craft. 

Tugs of 60 to 80 feet are being re- 
built and large motors are being in- 
stalled to give them greater speed. 
These tugs, the builders believe, can 
withstand the pounding of any seas 
on the lakes, and will have sufficient 
speed for the purpose.

NEW YORK HOSPITAL 
OBSERVES 157TH YEAR 


Reports on Anniversary It Gave 
45,314 Free Treatments 
Daring 1928. 


On June 13, 1771, King George III 
of England granted to the governors 
of the Society of the New York Hos- 
pital a royal charter, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by the United 
Hospital Fund. The 157th annual re- 
port of the society, made public on 


the eve of the anniversary, covers 
the past year's activities of the in- 
stitutions under its control. These 


include the hospital at Fifteenth and 
Sixteenth Streets, the Bloomingdale 
Hospital at White Plains and the 
Hospital for Convalescent Children 
in White Plains 

The report discloses that the New 
York Hospital had an operating 
deficit last year of $163,264. The op- 
erating expenses of the hospital 
were $747,798, an increase of $19,878 
over the previous vear. The hospital 
reports that it gave 45 per cent of its 
ward services free to needy patients 
and 40 per cent of its out-patient ser- 
vices, f gave 41,442 hospital days of 
treatment free out of a total of 
92,509. Of the 114,336 visits to its 
clinics, 45,314 were free. 

The report also shows that the new 
buildings on the East River, between 
Sixty-eighth and Seventy-first Streets, 
have been under continuous consid- 
eration and work is now in progress. 

‘During the year,’’ the report says, 
‘an important agreement was made 
between this society and the Society 
of the Lying-In Hospital As a re- 
sult, the Lying-In Hospital at Second 
Avenue and Seventeenth Street will 
be included in the Medical Centre of 
the New York Hospital-Cornell Med 
ical College Associ and as soon 
as the new buildings are completed 
will be moved from its present site 
to the Maternity Building in the new 
centre."’

Spelman Rockefeller Memorial has 
contributed $2,000,000, according to 
the report, and J. P. Morgan has

1921. 

Professor Gilbert Murray is one of 
the greatest living scholars. Born in 
Sydney, New South Wales, in 1866, 
the third son of Sir Terence Aubrey 
Murray, president of the Legislative 
Council of New South Wales, he Iecft 
his native land when he was 11 years 
old and went to England. He was 
educated at the Merchant Taylors’ 
School and at Oxford University. 
Subsequently he was Professor of 
Greek at Glasgow University, then 
Oxford. 

Since 1923 Professor Murray has 
been president of the League of Na- 
tions Union, and from 1923 to 1925 
he was also chairman of the union. 
Professor Murray is well known in 
the United States, having lectured 
here on several occasions at Har- 
vard and other universities. In 
March, 1926, he was called to Har- 
vard as the first incumbent of the 
Charles Eliot Norton Chair of 
Poetry, established through the gift 


of C. Chauncey Stillman of New 
York. 

When Ramsay MacDonald was 
Prime Minister in 1924, Professor 


Murray was a British delegate at the 
League of Nations Assembly. During 
the recent naval armaments discus- 
sions Professor Murray has stood 
firmly with other British Liberals as 
an advocate for mutual understand- 
ing between Great Britain and the 
United States. He insisted that in 
their naval conferences these two 
peoples must not permit ‘‘technical 
considerations’’ to dominate and de- 
clared that the fear of war and 
preparation for war must no longer 
be the chief considerations in foreign 
policy.

Herman Schwartz, field director 
for Mr. Greenhut, stated today that 
| the proposed merger of the smaller 
| dailies of the country was ‘‘distinctly 
a financial enterprise conceived on 
a sound business and economic 
basis.’’ It is proposed to retain the 
present publishing and editorial per- 
sonnel of the papers acquired, and 
to make no change in present edi- 
torial or news policies. 


New England Papers Sought. 

A Boston real estate firm, Whit- 
comb & Co. of 10 State Street, has 
been commissioned by Mr. Greenhut 
| to purchase a number of such pa- 


ers in the New England territory. 
t is estimated that there are about 
fifty or more daily papers in New 
England having a circulation of 
more than 10,000. 

A circular outlining the merger 
plan has been sent to a number of 
these papers, and already several 
ublishers in small cities close to 
oston have been approached by 
representatives of Whitcomb & Co. 
An official of the company declined 
today to disclose what progress had 
been made in the undertaking, which 
was launched here about two weeks 
ago.

Recess Proposals Lost to Sight 
as Heated Debate Forces 
Session to End. 


MAJORITY RIFTS WIDENING 


Borah Upholds Hoover, Watson 
Differs With ‘dim and Brook- 
hart Attacks Him.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—President 
Hoover's vrogram of farm relief and 
tariff revision was sharply challenged 
in the Senate today, from two widely 
separated quarters. 

Senator Brookhart, supporter of Mr 
Hoover in the campaign last year, 
demanded the selection of a progres- 
sive candidate for President if the 
farm bill should be vetoed because 
of the debenture plan. 

Senator Watson, the administra- 
tion floor leader, was heckled on 
every side when he declared himself 
for a general tariff revision instead 
of a revision on farm products and 
a few others only, as the President 
insists. 

Contrasted with this breaking away 
from the Executive was the attitude 
of Senator Borah, who last Monday 
left the President on the debenture 
issue. Today he returned to_ the 
President’s side by urging immediate 
adjournment of the Senate if there 
is to be a general instead of a lim- 
ited tariff revision 


Work Halted to Restore Calm. 


So discordant was the session that 
work was stopped in mid-afternoon 
to clear the atmosphere. The situa- 
tion was so clouded with politics, 
played by the Republican insurgent- 
Democratic coalition against the old 
line Republicans, in addition to the 
interjection of such issues as the re- 
peal of national origins clause in 
the Immigration act that nothing 
could be accomplished 

The Republican forces appeared 
disorganized. No one seemed to 
know what would be done about na- 
tional origins, census-reapportion- 
ment or tariff 

Senator Watson tried to suggest 
plans for a Summer recess, but was 
so often interrupted that he was 
never able to do so. It was learned 
tonight, however, that he and other 


| Republican leaders contemplate a re- 


cess, starting next Tuesday and end- 
ing, Aug. 15. Senator Jones, the Re- 
publican whip, uttered a determined 
objection to any recess, saying he 
did not believe Mr. Hoover would 
sanction a delay for the tariff bill 
vote beyond September.

How the Plan Would Work. 


The debenture plan, as it is eu- 
phemistically cajled, provides that 
when a cargo of farm produce is 
shipped abroad from an American 


port, the shipper shall receive a cer- 
tificate equal in value to one-half of 
the duty that would be paid on the 
same shipment if it were imported 
in the United States from a foreign 
country Thus the shipper of a 
cargo of wheat, which is dutiable 
at 42 cents a bushel when imported 
would receive a certificate entitling 
him to 21 cents for each bushel of 
wheat he exported These certifi 
cates are called debentures. They 
would not he negotiable, but would 
be receivable by the government in 
payment of custom duties 

The House and the Senate, acting 
separately, passed farm relief bills 
practically similar in their provisions 
except that the Senate provided for 
the debenture system as an addi- 
tional form of relief 

The House, very much vexed, con- 
tended that the plan affected the 
revenues, and its inclusion by the 
Senate was in violation of the consti 
tutional provision that all measures 
for raising revenue shall originate in 
the House. By a heavy majority the 
House sent the farm legislation to a 
conference committee with Iinstruc- 
tions to attempt to harmonize the 
differences between the Senate and 
House measures.

Spokesmen for Manufacturers 
and Labor Renew Demands 
to Senate Committee. 


DRY GOODS MEN OPPOSE 


All Witnesses Assail Plan to Make 
Treasury Final Authority 


on Appraisals.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—Demands 
for a change from foreign to domestic 
price basis for assessing tariff duties 
were renewed today by spokesmen 
for manufacturers and labor, and 
were opposed by representatives of 
importers and dry goods retailers, 
at the beginning of hearings by the 
Senate Finance Committee on the 
Hawley tariff bill which was passed 
by the House. 

The bill would make Treasury De- 


partment appraisals final, a proposed 
change which was attacked by every 
witness mentioning it at today’s Sen- 
ate hearings. 

Discussion of valuation, which was 
to have been concluded today, will 
be continued tomorrow and when 
finished subcommittee hearings on 
rate schedules will begin. 

There was much discussion at to- 
day's hearing of a plea presented by 
John G. Lerch of New York for the 
American Tariff League, that the 
prime base for assessing ad valorem 
duties be ‘‘United States value.’’ This 
was described as the wholesale ‘‘price 
at which such imported merchandise 
or imported merchandise closely re- 
sembling or competing with the par- 
ticular merchandise under appraise- 
ment’ is freely offered in the prin- 
cipal market of the United States 

When this is not ascertainable the 
base would be ‘‘the American selling 
price if any similar or competitive 
merchandise is manufactured or pro- 
duced in the United States,’’ or ‘‘the 
price that the manufacturer, producer 
or owner would have received or was 
willing to receive for such mer- 
chandise.’’ The only deduction from 
the domestic price of imported mer- 
chandise would be for tariff duties 

‘“‘We make no recommendations as 
to rates,’’ said Mr. Lerch, ‘‘but some 
readjustments would be necessary by 
the change in valuation base."’ 

He declared the change would not 
raise present rates materially on 90 
per cent of dutiable imports. He 
and other witnesses stressed under- 
valuation and the difficulty of mak- 
ing determinations abroad as reasons 
for seeking the change. Mr. Lerch 
stated that the reports of American 
investigators of values abroad are 
often offset by ‘‘hand made and 
hand picked affidavits which can be 
procured at: cost of $2 each." 

“I am sympathetically disposed 
toward domestic prices as a yard 
stick that we have here for assess- 
ing duties."’ said Senator Reed of 
Pennsylvania, ‘‘but the plan hasn't 
a chance if it is merely a disguised 
effort to make a sweeping increase 
in duties.’ 

Senator Smoot, chairman of the 
committee, said that when American 
valuation was adopted by the House 
in 1921 he was opposed to it, ‘‘and I 
am absolutely opposed to it now.”’ 

He did not commit himself as to 
‘United States value’ and called at- 
tention to data which, he said, indi-

COLORADO SPRINGS, June 12.— 
The oil conservation conference 
called by President Hoover in the 
hope that an interstate compact or 
some other method for conservation 
of oif and gas resources would be 
devised took a recess this afternoon 
to meet again at the call of the 


President. 

There was a wide divergence of 
opinion as to whether the confer- 
ence had made any headway. Some 


delegates took the position that the 
movement had at last been given a 
start, others were frankly skeptical. 
After more than a day of executive 
sessions the conference approved a 
resolution drafted by the Texas, 
California and Oklahoma delegates 
calling for a recess and requesting 
that the Governors of all the oll 
States be present when the confer- 
ence reconvenes at some future 
time, the second conference prob- 
ably to be held in Washington dur- 
ing the recess of Congress. 


Mountain States on Record. 


Another resolution drafted by the 
Governors of Colorado, Wyoming. 
Montana and Kansas was made part 
of the record, on motion of Governor 
Reed of Kansas, who explained that 
the executives of these States had 
no desire to muddle the situation, 
and would content themselves with 
having their views recorded. They 
did mot ask the conference to ap- 
prove their stand, although it is cer- 
tain that on a vote of States it would 
have had a majority. 

In submitting the Texas-California- 
Oklahoma motion, J. B. King of 
Oklahoma said these States, repre- 
senting seven-eighths of the coun- 
try’s oil production, believed that a 
further study of the problem was 
necessary before any move toward 
conservation by interstate action 
was justified. He suggested that 
this study be made by a commission 
to be named by the Governors of the 
oil States and President Hoover. 

The “Big Three’ Resolution. 
The “big three’s’’ motion was: 
“The official delegates from the 
States of Texas, California and Okla- 
toma, after a consultation among 
themselves, instead of making a 
tmmmendation for immediate ac- 
tim, believe that in view of the facts 
developed during the sessions of the 
cnffrence concerning the main ob- 
jectives sought to be accomplished 
by it, and believing that a further 
study of the problems involved would 
likely attain better results, offer the 
following: 

“To continue the work of the con- 
ference of Governors called by the 
President and now in session, it is 
the judgment of the conference that 
arecess be taken subject to reas- 


sembling upon call of the President” 


of the United States. The Governors 
of the several oil-producing States 
are requested to be present upon 
tuch reconvening of the conference 
and that they each bring with them 
or send to the conference three of- 
ficial delegates."’ 

Governor Reed, stating the Gover- 
nors’ position, said that, while they 
Were convinced the Texas-California- 
Oklahoma proposition did not go far 
enough and should have been writ- 
ten in more positive language. they 
would withhold opposition in the 
hope that it would accelerate the 
conservation movement. The Gover- 
hors took the position that the prob- 
lem of an interstate compact should 
be made part of any investigation 
conducted during the recess. 

Governor Reed doubted if any ef- 
fort by the Federal government to 
interfere in the situation in eny of 
the oil States would be legal 

“The people of the United States 
ave an interest in this oil problem 
at least equal to that of the three 
States in which the bulk of our oil 
18 produced,”” he said. ‘‘I want to 
dissent from the assertion that any 
State has the right to put its own 
Selfish interests above the rights of 
the nation as a whole.”

Governor 
Emerson said that after listening tu 
the delegates from Texas, California 
and Oklahoma he doubted if an in 
terstate compact on the President's 
conservation policies was possible 
Wyoming, he added, would never 
agree to any compact which would 
require that State to reduce its oil 
output to less than required by the 
markets supplied from its wells 

Governor Erickson of Montana 
took a similar position, as did Gov- 
ernor Adams of Colorado. 

Chairman Requa, in his 
speech, said: 

“In every sense of the word the 
prosperity and the national defense 
of the nation depend as much upon 
petroleum as on any one thing, save 
the will and character of our people 
themselves. I am _ optimistic that 
other conferences will follow this 
one, and that out of them will come 
a program that will be practical and 
workable.”’ 

“T am convinced

When James J. Keeley pleaded 


second-degree murder in 


General Sessions yesterday at his 


trial for the stabbing of two men in 
a speakeasy at 233 East Thirty-sec- 
ond Street, several weeks ago, Judge

tion, as Keeley was being tried on a 
first-degree murder charge, brings 
with it a life term. When the court

Grizzled veterans of Civil War and 
Indian frontier campaigns and be- 
ribboned generals of World War 
fame mingled here today with the 
flower of the army’s youth, the mem- 
bers of the West Point Cadet Corps 
in a stirring pageantry of military 
ceremonies marking the June week 


alumni exercises of the military 
academy. 

The ceremonies today culminated 
in a brilliant full-dress parade at 


6 P. M., this being the last parade 
here for the graduating class, who 
tomorrow will receive their diplomas 
from Secretary Good. 

Among the graduates st&rting in 
on their military careers as second 
lieutenants are sixteen former en- 
listed men of the regular army. 


Memorials Are Dedicated. 


Upward of six hundred alumni and 
hundreds of visitors from all parts 
of the country poured into the trim 
grounds of the academy reservation 
this morning, the Summer dresses of 
the women adding vivid 
splashes of coior among the many 
gray-and-white uniformed cadets and 
khaki-clad officers and enlisted men 
attached to the academy. The ‘‘Point”’ 
also appeared in its seasonal splen- 
dor, as the sun shone on the green 
of the parade ground and the ivy- 
colored bastions of the buildings. 


The ceremonies this morning start- 
ed with the dedication of memorial

HILFERDING REPLIES | 
10 LOAN GRITICS 


Though $72,000,000 Issue Fell 
Short, Reich Minister Says Yield 
Will Relieve Stringency. 


$42,480,000 IS SUBSCRIBED 


That Will Enable Government to

BERLIN, June 12.—Despite the 
criticism leveled at the government 
for its failure to achieve better suc- 
cess with the flotation of the internal 
loan of 300,000,000 marks (about $72,- 
000,000) Dr. Rudolf Hilferding, Min- 
ister of Finance, told the Reichstag 
budget committee today that the 
177,000,000 marks (about $42,480,000) 
already subscribed would relieve the 
existing stringency in the Federal 
finances and would also enable the 
government to meet its commitments 
for June. 

Answering the critics of the zov- 
ernment's making the flotation when 
the domestic economic situation was 
anything but auspicious and while 
the reparations issue is still in abey- 
ance, Dr. Hilferding stated that the 
government voted in favor of the 
internal loan only after it had been 
assured by banking experts that such 


loan was bound to be a success in 
view of the attractive conditions un- 
der which it had been offered for 
sale. 

‘For reasons connected with rep- 
arations,’’ the Minister told the com- 
mittee, ‘‘we were unable to get a 
loan abroad, and as we were in 
urgent need of funds to cover the 
120,000,000 marks advanced to us by 
Berlin banks, we decided to offer to 
the German people a loan which we 
believed would be attractive. Al- 
though only 177,000,000 marks out of 
the 300,000,000 offered had been un- 
derwritten, these proceeds will meet 
our immediate needs, and to this 
extent the loan has served its func- 
tion.”’ 

He admitted that the government 
had not been able to induce the 
banks to handle the loan because it 
was not planned to be sold in the 
open market. i 

While obtaining temporary relief 
through its loan, the government still 
faces a cash shortage which its pres- 
ent resort to short-term loans only 
tends to aggravate. Reichstag cir- 
cles understand that Dr. Hilferding 
will soon submit a comprehensive 
financial program, based on the new 
conditions resulting from the revi- 
sions of the Reich's reparations obli- 
gations as laid down in the Young 
plan.

Relations Declared Already Broken. 


These contended that, although 
‘Russia is carrying on its propa- 
ganda in Mongolia, Chinese Turke- 
stan and other Chinese territories, 
the Nationalist Government is unable 
officially to protest through Chinese 
representatives at Moscow inasmuch 


as China already has _ unofficially 
broken its relations with that gov- 
ernment.”’ 

These same leaders, however, are 


understood to believe that before re- 
lations are restored officially ‘‘the 
Russians must agree to retrocession 
of the Chinese Eastern Railway to 
Chinese authority and to dissolution 
of the labor union of that railway.’’ 

Those at the conference were prac- 
tically unanimous in their feeling 
that Russian influences were using 
the railway as ‘‘a centre for Third 
International activities in the Far 
East and, furthermore, using the rev- 
enues of the railway to finance these 
activities.’’ 

The labor union was regarded as 
undesirable because it was allegedly 
‘practically running the railway.” 

It was freely stated in official cir- 
cles that, although much discussion 
of the jeopardized relations had al- 
ready taken place, no decision as yet 
has been reached.

SHANGHAI, June 12 (4).—The

Cloud Over Southern Germany

French Favor Freeing of Rhine. 

PARIS, June 12 (%.—The French 
Parliament and public are gradually 
becoming reconciled to the idea that 
the Rhineland must be evacuated in 
the near future, perhaps before the 
end of the year. 

French observers have watched 
with the greatest interest the con- 
versations between Foreign Minister 
Briand of France and Foreign Min- 
ister Stresemann of Germany at the 
Madrid session of the Council of the 
League of Nations. 

Most French deputies are con- 
vineed that France, in equity, must 
enter into negotiations with Germany 
and Great Britain, now that the rep- 
arations question has been definitely 
settled, to discuss evacuation of the 
Rhineland. An ultra-conservative 
group, headed by the former Minister 
of Pensions, Louis Marin, is the only 
party of the Chamber openly oppos- 
ing early evacuation. 

Parliamentary and semi-official cir- 
cles admit that a conference of for- 
eign Ministers is now practically ar- 
ranged to meet in London in the 
middle of July. In addition to dis- 
cussing the best means of putting the 
reparations conference report into 
operation, the Ministers will consider 
the date for evacuation of the Rhine- 
land. 

France will insist upon the crea- 
tion of a supervisory organization in 
the Rhineland demilitarized territory 
when it is evacuated by the allied 
troops which now police the Rhine- 
land. To this Germany has also 
agreed through the fixation of the 
duration and the character of such 
an organization 

In any case there appears to be a 
majority in the French Parliament 
for evacuation before Jan. 1, 1930.

He 
stressed the value of quality of circulation as 
being quite as important as the quantity of 
circulation, and summed up his conclusions as 
follows: 


“One of the most discouraging things to 
publishers is that you advertisers and your 
agencies have been far too slow to discriminate. 
We have been passing through an era of shame- 
fully indiscriminate buying. The space buyer 
who makes up his list after consulting only the 
first page of an Audit Bureau statement or, 
worse still, the statement of the total net paid

circulation in some directory, is as incompe- 
tent as a buyer of coal would be who contracted 
for a year’s supply of coal on the price per ton 
or a buyer of lumber on the assurance that he 
was going to get a certain number of feet at a 
given price.

NE reason why the Giants have been doing s0 

well in the West is that Fred Fitzsimmons sud- 

denly returned to form, The Mishawaka knuckle- 
ball expert was a wash-out early in the season, but he 
began to bend them past the batters on this Western 
tour, and the Giants went upward as majestically as 
a balloon at a county fair. 

One pitcher can make or break a pennant contender. 
Miller Huggins hasn't worried as much about Babe 
Ruth as he has about Herb Pennock. If the Giants 
get good pitching, the clan McGraw will be wrestling 
with the leaders all the way to the wire. If Pennock 
regains something approximating his ancient skill, the 
Yanks will make a race of it with the Athletics. 

Lindstrom wasn’t hitting through the early weeks 
of the season, but every one knew that he wasn't go- 
ing to stagger through the year with an invisible bat- 
ting average. There was nothing to worry about. He 
was bound to come up, and already he has made con- 
siderable progress. J. Francis Hogan, given enough 
work to keep him in shape, will catch well and hit

But pitchers are different. They can slip in a day, a 
week or a year, and no one knows how or when or if 
they will ever come back.

The Firing Line. 


That's why managers are always sighing: ‘If we 
only get the pitching!’’ They can figure their infield- 
ers to snare a certain number of grounders and flies 
and garner a fair allotment of base hits, but pitching 
is the uncertain element in the game. 

The Cubs had a great pitching staff last year. They 
still have the same pitchers, but they aren't getting 
the same results. The Pirates started with a great 
pitching staff last year and wound up with Burleigh 
Grimes battling alone and unaided on the mound. At 
the start of this season the Pirates were checked off 
on that basis. and their pennant prospects discounted 
because they wouldn't have any pitching. But they 
bobbed up with French and Swetonic, and, with the 
Lord of Burleigh as anchor man, they have a staff 
that can compare with any in the league. 

Thus McGraw can shift Reese and Cohen at second 
base or change his outfielders to meet a change in 
enemy pitching, but these things still remain a minor 
matter. The men who will decide where the Giants 
are too finish are Fitzsimmons, Hubbell, Walker and 
Benton. 

It's the same way with the Yankees. How Huggins 
will eventually arrange the left side of his infield is a 
detail. The fate of the Yankees depends upon Herb 
Pennock's return to form, and what Manager Huggins 
can do in retraining Henry Johnson from giving en- 
emy batters so many engraved invitations to stroll 
down to first base free of charge. 


Locating the Trouble. 


The National League has been doing well in gate re- 
ceipts. According to a recent statement by President 
John Arnold Heydler, the elder circuit is a quarter of 
a million ahead of last year’s attendance record s0 
far. Part of this is due to Sunday baseball in Boston, 
but Mr. Heydler thinks that another part of it is due 


to the home-run hitting of four or five kindergarten 
clouters such as Klein, Hurst, Ott and O’Doul. 

Even so, there isn't enough prosperity to go around 
The sheriff is making threatening gestures in some 
sectors of the baseball world. The Syracuse team of 
the New York-Pennsylvania League went on strike re- 
cently because the ghost hadn't walked in several 
months, and notice was given that the Lowell club of 
the New England League would be moved to some 
other city because of poor attendance at Lowell. 

If home runs bring out the spectators the situation 
at Syracuse can be mended with longer bats and 
shorter fences. But the men holding the bag—and, un- 
fortunately, it is an empty one—are convinced that 
it will take more than a flood of home runs to bring 
back prosperity in the stricken areas. 


Highway Robbery. 


With all the home-run hitting, more than a few fer- 
vid fans took delight a short time ago in reading of 
a game that was literally stolen by a fleet-footed run- 
ner. The only annoying part of it was that the Giants 
were the victims of the highway robbery. Evar Swan- 
son, the Missouri Valley speeder, who roams the out- 
field for the Cincinnati Reds, was the chap who turned 
the trick, 

Talk about a four-letter man, this chap won sixteen 
varsity letters at Lombardi College, figuring four 
straight years as a varsity star in baseball, football, 
basketball and track. He isn't very big, but he is 
“‘close-coupled"’ and as fast off the mark as a jack- 
rabbit. He can publish his intent to steal and stil! 
pull up at second ahead of the throw. 

A real steal is one of the prettiest plays to be seen 
on the diamond. Almost anybody can hit home runs 
these days, but a man, who can run the bases is a 
standout. The situation calls for three rousing cheers 
fof Evar the Speeder, and more power to his legs. 


Talking of Speed. 


And speaking of speed, there will be plenty of it on 
view in the track meet that will be held at the Yan- 
kee Stadium next Monday for the benefit of the Win- 
gate Memorial. Johnny McHugh, the veteran starter, 
did noble work in rounding up the fast steppers of 
the college world for this affair. 

Simpson, laid up with a damaged tendon, won't run, 
but Claude Bracey and Eddie Tolan have promised to 
toe the mark, and each one of them has a victory 
over the Ohio State sprinting marvel to his credit. 
When fellows are as fast and as well matched as 
Simpson, Bracey and Tolan, it’s just a question of 
who is in top form and the peak of condition on the 
day of the race.

PRESUMPTIONS OF SUICIDE. 


When two persons are found dead 
death having resulted from pistol 
shots, knife wounds or other vio- 
lence, the presumption is that of 
double suicide, rather than murder 
and suicide, because the law is 
averse to a presumption of guilt. 
As suicide is not a crime, the law 
would infer, in the absence of 
all evidence to the contrary, that 
neither party had murdered the 
other, but that each had taken his 
or her own life. Of course, facts 
tending to show that one of the par- 
ties killed the other and then took 
his own life would overcome the 
naked presumption to the contrary. 
Suicide was a crime at common 
law, but it is not so in New York 


State: and though for manv years | 


a person who attempted suicide was 
deemed a criminal by the New York 
Penal Code, the provision making 
suicidal attempt a penal offense was 
repealed ten years ago. A different 
rule applies to a person who advises 
or assists in another's self-destruc- 
tion. He who advises or assists in 
another’s suicide is guilty of a crime. 

The legal presumption as between 
murder and suicide has played its 
most important part where, of two 
persons alone together, one meets 
death by violence, the other surviv- 
ing unharmed. In such cases the 
question frequently is whether the 
decedent met death by suicide or 
was murdered by the only witness 
of the occurrence. Murder or sui- 
cide was the alternative involved in 
the case of EDITH LAvoy, the Free- 
port (L. I.) school teacher, who 


came to her death a few years ago | 


from a pistol shot when in the sit- 


ting room of her boarding house and | 


in the presence of a male acquain- 
tance named CREASY. The man testi- 
fied that he was reclining on a sofa 
partially asleep, when the woman 
discharged the weapon, sending a 


bullet througt her brain. Yet 
CREASY was found guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree by the 


verdict of a jury. But the Court of 
Appeals reversed the judgment for 
errors of the trial court, declaring, 
among other things, that the jury 
should have been instructed that 
they were “bound to commence 
“their consideration of the evidence 
“by a presumption that EDITH 
“LAVOY committed suicide and did 
“not come to her death at the hand 
“of the defendant.” 

So also, though one person has 
admittedly killed another, the law, 
to escape the presumption of guilt, 
will infer that the slayer acted in 
self-defense. This point was clearly 
made by Judge WAGNER, who pre- 
at the celebrated trial of 
WALTER F. WARD, indicted for the 
death of one PETERS. WARD was 
acquitted, by this legal 
presumption. :

This action followed the recom- 
mendation of the State Board of 
Housing. It found that conditions 


were steadily improving. In the year 


ended Oct. 1, 1928, the number of 
suites in new-law tenements was 
increased by about 77,000. The 


board estimated that another 19,000 
had been added in one-family and 


two-family dwellings. At the begin- | 


ning of the year the total vacan- 
cies in new and old law tenements 
throughout the city amounted to 
83,459. By the end of the year they 
had increased to 102,158. In 1920, 
when legislative relief first 
sought, the total number of vacant 
apartments was only 1,500. 

Nor is it the well-to-do alone who 
have found relief from the post-war 
apartment shortage. A prolonged 
period of prosperity, combined with 
the increased supply of housing, 
made it possible to abandon some of 
the least desirable accommodations. 
The State board reports that more 
than 11,000 of the vacant apart- 
rients are offered at rentals below 
$5 a room. Nearly one-half of all 
the vacancies are below $8 a room. 
The commission points out tne added 
significance of this fact as evidence 
that the economic position of at 
least a portion of the poor has been 
raised to the point where they are 
able to quit the most inadequate 
tenement quarters. To be sure, 
about 85 per cent of the old-law 
apartments existing in 1920 are 
still occupied, housing a population 
of more than 1,700,000 persons. Al- 
though the new multiple dwellings 
law should do something to improve 
conditions in them, these old-law 
tenements remain a disgrace to the 
community. That problem, however, 
as the board explicitly declares, 
“is not to be solved by any tem- 
“porary relief, such as is afforded 
“by the emergency rent laws,” but 
rather by sustained efforts to bring 
about improved housing.

SICKNESS AND ITS PREVENTION 

The authors of the “ health inven- 
tory” of New York City, just com- 
| pleted by the Welfare Council. have

and is determined to some extent

more the private physician is com- 
| ing to be looked to as a health ad-

and increasingly such preventive 
service is being urged by leaders in

this inventory that what is spent by 
official and voluntary agencies for 
| the prevention and control of dis- 
ease is $1.42 per capita, or about 
one-eighteenth of the amount that 
is spent by the people for the care 
and cure of disease. 

| The inventory attempts to cover 
| only the services rendered by organ- 
| ized agencies and of the three types: 
| clinics, home visiting and health 
education—health services specific- 
ally organized as such and under 
medical direction. It does not un- 
dertake to appraise the services of 
physicians, dentists or nurses, work- 
ing as private practitioners, except 
as measured in what is spent for 
the care of disease: $150,000,000 in 
comparison with the $8,500,000 ex- 
pended for prevention. In compari- 
son with the 11,000 physicians, 
12,000 nurses, 6.000 dentists, innu- 
merable druggists and 200 hospitals. 
the agencies for preventing disease 
and promoting health are “a mere 
handful”; but their wide-reaching 
activities are suggested by the rec- 
ord of 2,400,000 visits to the clinics 
of their provision, of 1,900,000 visits 
made in the homes of the sick by

Received with gratitude and read 
with happiness, the catalogue of the 
Kansas State Agricultural College

education of the industrial classes 
in the several pursuits and profes- 
sions of life. 

Tuition is free. The liberal edu- 
cation has a majestic scope. This 
is an all-around university, in which 
the Division of Agriculture has a 
shrunken look; but Senator CAPPER'S 
papers give sufficient bucolic in- 
struction, and the Sunflower passion 
for general culture is ingrained. 
Among the branches of learning 
related to agriculture and the me- 
chanic arts taught at Manhattan is 
English Literature, with a wealth of 
courses. From Anglo-Saxon to con- 
temporary poetry, from CHAUCER to 
Kansas Literature, the professors, 
net, associate and assistant, lead 
their willing flocks. There are two 
courses in “ The Short Story,”’ whose 
connection with agriculture and the 
mechanic arts is so intimate. “ Crit- 
ical Writing” and the “Light Es- 
say" are not neglected.

Juror Halts Sait to Wed;

Billings property on Washington 
Heights, which is now owned by 
them. 

The original proffer was made 
during the Hylan administration. 


Mayor Hylan did not assent to some 
of the conditions attending the pro- 
posed gift and the offer came to 
nothing. When the proffer was re- 
newed since Mayor Walker came 
into office he was interested and the 
subject has been taken up seriously 
between him and Mr. Rockefeller. 

“In our talk today,’’ said the 
Mayor, “no conclusions were 
reached, but I am hopeful that, as a 
result of further conferences, the 
city may be able to acquire this 
beautiful park tract on advanta- 
geous terms.”’ 


East Side Plan Broadened. 


The plan for the widening of 
Chrystie and Forsyth Streets, which 
is linked with the model housing

paying $10,000 or $1,000 a year for an 
apartment can bring action against 
the landlord on the grounds that he 
is paying too much rent. 

Peter Grimm, president of the Real 
Estate Board of New York, deplored 
the passage of the bill by the Board 
of Aldermen as an act based on polit- 
ical expediency and without justifica- 
tion. Expert opinion, according to 
Mr. Grimm, holds the measure un- 
constitutional. 

“The proposed enactment of a new 
rent law by the city administration 
is the saddest exhibition of political 
jugglery that one can conceive,’’ he 
said. ‘‘It is democracy in its least 
attractive aspect. The city adminis- 
tration knows that there is no emer- 
gency. 

“Its own Tenement House Depart- 
ment made a thorough survey of the 
city and reported on Dec. 1, 1928, 
that there were 102,158 apartment 
vacancies. The State Housing Board 
made a complete investigation of the 
situation and reported that no emer- 
gency existed. The State Legisla- 
therefore, did not renew the 
rent laws; therein it acted honestly, 
guided as it was by expert opinion, 
properly set up and properly func- | 
tioning.

——— IN FRANCE Elevated Trains Not Halted 


280-Ton Station Is Lifted ; 


Without the slightest interrup- 
tion of elevated train service on 
the Second and Third Avenue 
lines, the City Hall station, weigh-

LONDON, June 12.—Ten years after 
the event Great Britain is to pay 
homage to her two airmen, Sir Art- 
thur Whitten Brown and the late Sir 
John Alcock, who on June 14, 1919, 
landed near Clifden, Ireland, after 
making the first direct flight across 
the Atlantic. 

The anniversary celebration, which 
will be held for the first time on 
Friday, has been arranged at the 
behest of Sir Charles Wakefield, pa- 
tron of many British long-distance 
flights, who recenffy declared that 
most British children believed that 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh was 
the first man to make the direct At- 
lantic crossing, though it was not 
until eight years afterward that the 
American flier made the same peril- 


ous journey. 

Now permanent memorials of the 
Alcock-Brown flight are to be erect- 
ed at the starting point in New- 
foundiand and at the landing place 
at Clifden, where the great Vickers 
machine came down in a bog, which 
the airmen, exhausted after sixteen 
hours of flying in mist and rain, 
mistook for a smooth airdrome run. 

Sir John Alcock lost his life soon 
afterward when he was flying in 
France, but Sir Arthur Whitten 
Brown will be present at the lunch- 
eon in London on Friday, at which 
a distinguished company of airmen 
will discuss the project of holding a 
commemorative air display annually 
on the anniversary of the Atlantic 
flight. The airplane is preserved at 
the Science Museum at South Ken- 
sington. 


‘BROTHERS SENTENCED 
FOR $229, 000 FRAUDS 


MacLarens Get Atlanta Terms of 
3 and 2'\% Years—Are 
Expected to Appeal. 





Frederick B. and William C. Mac- 
Laren, who were convicted nearly 
three weeks ago of mail fraud and 
conspiracy, were sentenced yester- 
day by Federal Judge Knox to three 
years and two and a half years re- 
spectively in the Atlanta Peniten- 
tiary The brothers operated the 
MacLaren Manufacturing Comrfany, 
dealers in radios at 26 Park Place 
between 1924 and 1926. During this 
period safes of business concerns in 
the neighborhood were forced open 
and robbed of securities 

Federal Prosecutor Owen S. M 
Tierney charged that the defendants 
came into possession of these stolen 
securities, raised the amounts and 
by forged powers of attorney and 
other forgeries induced banks to 
accept them for loans aggregating 
$263,000 They paid off $40,000, 
leaving four financial institutions to 
submit to a loss of $229,000 The 
Guardian Trust Company lost $150,- 
000, the New York Trust Company 
$60,000, Trust Company of New Jer- 
sey $14,000 and the Whitestone Na- 
tional Bank $5,000. 

After the brothers had been con- 
victed Judge Knox directed Mr. 
Tierney to make a careful inquiry 
into their records. Yesterday Mr 
Tierney reported that so far as he 
could discover they had had a clean 
record up to the present indictment 

Judge Knox, in imposing sentence, 
said the defendants would be on 
probation for five years after their 
sentences had been served 

On an order by the court the Mac- 
Larens were taken to the Tombs to 
see if they could identify a prisoner 
named Goldberz as the man who 
represented himself as Sigmund 
Eckstein, alleged by the brothers to 
have given them the securities for 
an interest in their radio business

The New Treasury Loan. 


The new issue of Treasury certifi- 
cates was quoted ‘‘when issued” at 
par or a slight premium, largely due 
to the heavy scaling down of sub- 
scriptions. The larger subscribers to 
the issue are to receive only 20 per 
cent of their demands, and as a 
result a number of dealers find them- 
selves in a technically short position 
and are forced to bid for the notes.

She is designed 
to carry more than 800 passengers, 
400 first class and 400 in tourist 
cabin. All of her staterooms are out- 
side, many of them equipped with 
private baths and showers. 

She will be a duplicate mechani- 
cally of the Virginia, but will have 
facilities for handling 8,000 more 
tons of freight. Her electric propul-

sion energy will be furnished by twin 
turbines creating a current estimated 
at 20,000 horsepower. This energy 
transmitted by two great motors, 
each attached to a shaft of her twin 
screws, will give the ship a maximum 
speed of 21.75 miles an hour.
